H iss-s-s-s. Hiss-s-s-s. That's the 
sound Shadow, a 6-year-old flat- 
coated retriever, hears in her 
helmet when she scuba dives. 


Thanks to custom-made gear. Shadow 
can stay underwater for an hour in water 
as deep as 25 feet. An 11-inch plastic 
iighting globe is Shadow’s heimet. A 
weighted neon-green scuba vest adds 
26 pounds to Shadow’s 30 pounds 
of body weight. A hose goes into her 
helmet from owner Dwayne Folsom’s 
compressed-air tank. 

“Shadow ioves it when big 
stingrays—the ones that 
have wing spans of six feet 
and weigh 150 pounds— 
knock her down,” says 
Dwayne. “The boat captains 
! teii us that Shadow steals 
I the show when they take 
divers out to hand feed 
stingrays. The tourists say, 
‘Never mind the stingrays— 
did you see that 
scuba-diving dog!?’” 













Surfer Dog
